GEORGE L. RECORD 
MADE FINE ADDRESS 


George L. Keoord, State Assessor, of 


Jersey City, leading Progresk^e of 
New Jersey, made a splendid address 
before a large gathering of men at tbe 
men's meeting at the Bristol Baptist 
church last Sunday afternoon. The 
speaker held tbe close attention of the 
audience for an hour. He took for bis 
subject the parable of the Good Sa- 
maritan, especially the admonition de- 
livered by Jesus to love the Lord with 
all thy heart and mind and "thy 
neighbor as thy self." The speaker 
said tbis contained all that is true 
religion. 


Mr. Record In most masterly fas- 


hion showed clearly that practically 
all the distress in the country is 
caused because one group ol men have 
an unfair advantage over another 
group by reason of special prh lieges. 
He told how that not one-ttnth of 
the anthracite coal in this state had 
been touched, and 
how tha ma- 


terial placed in tbe ginund by tbe 
Creator for the benefit of His people 
is owned by individuals and kept 
away ftom those who need it to sus- 
tain life, thousands of acres of coal 
lauds being witheld 
Mr. Record declaied that many of 


the ills cotupla ned of these days could 
be cured by tbe passage of a law al- 
lowing every municipality, upon the 
vote of the people, to take over and 
operate any public utility, and to ex- 
empt buildings and personal property 
fiom taxation. 


Nothing is more absurd, he said, 


when it is reasoned out than or pre- 
sent system of levying takes. We tax 
the people, not accoiding to their 
ability to pay, but according to their 
enterprise and thrift. l*e more any- 
body does for a town or city, the more 
be is punished under our existing sys- 
tem. 


Tbe man who builds buildings is 


penalized therefor, while the mun wbo 
holds land idle and gets in the way of 
improvements, is rewarded in bis con- 
duct by a very llgbt lax, altbotigb his 
land has increased in value by reason 
of the improvements made by his 
neighbor wbo has been punished with 
heavier taxes because be has made Im- 
provements. 


We ought to reverse this process, 


Mr. Record declared, and exempt per- 
sonal property of all kinds and every 
form of improvement from taxation, 
and rnl»e all our local revenue!, from 
tax upon the value of land alone. 1 his 
would operate to punish tbe man who 
beld land and did not use it, and dis- 
courage that practice. It would oper- 
ate also to leward a man wbo built a 
home, a store or a factory, and thus 
place a premium upon improvement. 
Under this system, too, ooal lands 
would not be beld unused as It would 
not be profitable.

play-

meeting was to keep tbe Association 
in touch w itb all movements that 
would be beuehial to tbe children of 
the borough, and especially to secure 
a playground during

time where tbe youngsters could pass 
a portion of their spare hours.

Stilwell 
introduced Miss 


Louise D. Baggs, superintendent of 
the public schools of Bristol, who, in 
a clear-cut address, told of the good 
work that bad been done during tbe 
past summer for the children of ber 
liome borough by tbe public play- 
grourd. 


MJSB BAGG8' ADDRESS. 


"Doylestown," said the speaker, 
"is one ol tbe most desirable sections 
in Bucks county for a playground 
duting the summer mouths. There 
1« no subject that Is more prominent- 
ly occupying the attention of the 
people than tb.e playground. 
"The time of childhood is divided 


into three parts, work, study and 
play, 
Today the children do not 


know how to play. A 
supervisor 


should be provided for every play- 
ground, 
which costs money. The 


playground In Bristol Is under the 
supervision ol a oommiitee, compris- 
ing a teacher and a janitor of one of 
the schools. The teacher spends her 
summei at her home In Bristol, she 
lias taken a course of instruction 
for 


playgrounds, aud we pay her Sfty 
dollars a month and the janitor twen- 
ty dollars a month. 


"It would," said Miss Baggs, "In- 


terest every one to witness the g'imes 
the little ones join In. We hove 
swings and toboggan elides and tbe 
rules aie such tbat one boy or girl 
occupies them only a certain portion 
of the play hours. Every national- 
ity take part in the games and some 
of the most orderly of the children 
are the Italians, and they enter Into 
tbe spoils with a kindly spirit. It 
has taken us in Bristol several years 
to become converts to tbe playground 
plan, but we are glad we have been 
converted. 


COMMITTEE OF WOMEN IN

'The committee 
of women who 


have charge of the playgrounds meet 
every week and they have become 
very much interested in tbe amuse- 
ment. The children learn to play 
with each oth'er, and through the 
discipline under which the plays are 
conducted they learn to leaped each 
other.

Miss Baggs, "and your playground 
will be assured." She was convinced 
that with a little energy the play- 
ground 
movement 
In Doylestown 


would be a success, and through it we 
could show the children how to use 
their time pleasantly and profitably, 
Instead of spcndng It in idleness.

Tbe play- 
ground would minimize stieet play- 
ing^and earner loafing. The main 
question to be considered is where 
shall tbe playgiound 
be located? 


Some have suggested Ihe borough 
mill, others at the grounds of the 
school house, Tbe experiment should 
be tried during tbe coming summer 
vacation. The expense would not be 
over ftioO for tbe season, which Mr.
